At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  PMA,  Mr.  Castaldo  was  elevated  from  Acting 
President  to  President.  In  addition  to  these  duties

Composers'    Forum's    13th    Season,    January   20.

PMA  OPENS  NEW  PLACEMENT  SERVICE 

President  Castaldo  has  recently  announced  the 
creation  of  a  new  service  to  PMA  Alumni  and 
undergraduates.  The  PMA  Placement  Service  will 
go  into  full  operation  in  January  1967  for  the  first 
time  in  the  school's  history.  This  service 'is 
intended  to  help  PMA  Alumni  and  Seniors  secure 
professional  employment.  Although  the  Placement 
Office  is  designed  primarily  to  handle  public 
school  and  college  teaching  positions,  a  limited 
amount  of  information  is  available  concerning 
performing  and  concert  careers. 

Charles  B.  Grey,  Acting  Director  of  the  Place- 
ment Office,  announces  that  Alumni  may  register 
for  the  service  at  any  time  by  returning  the  regis- 
tration  request  blank.  A  credential  file  will  be 
made  for  each  registrant  to  include  personal 
information,  educational  transcripts,  and  recom- 
mendations. If  a  registrant  desires  to  be  placed 
on  i\\e  active  list,  he  will  receive  a  monthly 
bulletin  listing  teaching  positions,  graduate 
scholarships,  and  fellowships.  A  copy  of  the 
registrant's  credentials  will  be  sent  upon  request 
to  any  prospective  employer.  The  Placement 
Office  will  also  send  a  credential  copyto  schools 
and  colleges  inquiring  about  qualified  graduates. 
The  credential  file  is  strictly  confidential,  and 
will  at  no  time  be  shown  to  the  registrant.  The 
only  fee  is  a  $1.00  registration  charge. 

The  Placement  Service  is  another  instance  of 
PMA's  interest  in  its  outstanding  graduates  and 
alumni.  Mr.  Castaldo  expresses  the  hope  that 
this  service  will  help  them  in  their  careers,  and 
will  promote  them  towards  more  satisfying 
positions   in  the  music  world.

DOUBLE  DEGREE  PROGRAM 
The  Phi!ade|phia  Musical  Academy  has  an- 
nounced the  adoption  by  the  faculty  of  a  music 
education  program  designed  to  provide  a  higher 
degree  of  professional  preparation  for  the 
teaching  of  music.  The  new  curriculum,  a  five- 
year  double  degree  program,  makes  possible 
the  conferral  of  both  the  Bachelor  of  Music 
and   the   Bachelor   of  Music    Education  degrees.

The  total  credit  hour  requirement,  depending 
upon  the  major  applied  area  of  concentration, 
ranges  from  157  -  T61.  Although  this  study 
program  normally  takes  five  years  to  complete, 
an  accelerated  program  is  possible  for  excep- 
tional students.  One  semester  of  full-time 
student  teaching   is   included. 


PMA  AWARDED  FEDERAL  GRANT 

In  June  of  1966,  PMA  was  awarded  a  Federal 
Grant  in  order  to  establish  a  Studio  for  Electronic 
Music  Composition.  PMA  thus  joins  the  ranks 
of  what  is  still  only  a  handful  of  institutions 
throughout  the  country  experimenting  and  pro- 
ducing works  in  this  exciting  new  medium. 
The  Studio's  custom-made  console  consists 
of  a  keyboard,  sound  generators,  filters,  mixers, 
and  reproducers  designed  and  built  by  the 
R.  A.  Moog  Co.  of  Trumansburg,  N.  Y.  After  a 
period  of  faculty  orientation,  the  Studio  will 
be  made  available  to  advanced  students  inter- 
ested in  electronic  composition. 

In  addition  to  the  Electronic  Studio,  a  recording 
studio  will  be  provided  for  student  and  faculty 
use  in  the  production  of  professional-quality 
tapes.  The  Electronic  Music  Studio  will  be 
co-directed  by  Andrew  Rudin  and  Donald  Chittum.

The  PMA  Orchestra,  under  the  direction  of 
Maurice  Kaplow,  has  recently  presented  two 
distinguished  concerts.  The  first  was  in  the 
Van  Pelt  Auditorium  at  the  Art  Museum,  and 
was  highlighted  by  a  performance  of  Olivier 
Messiaen's  OISEAUX  EXOTIQUES.  The  most 
recent  took  place  on  November  20  at  the  Museum 
of  the  Philadelphia  Civic  Center,  and  was 
presented  in  conjunction  with  the  Museum  s 
exhibition  on  "Polish  Arts  Today".  The  concert 
featured  Arnold  Ostroff  playing  two  Chopin 
works,  and  Thomas  Michalek,  violin  soloist, 
in  the  Vfieniawski  Concerto  in  d  minor,  Op.  22; 
after  intermission,  the  New  Music  Group  joined 
with  the  orchestra  to  present  four  premiers  of 
works  by  contemporary  Polish  composers: 
MONTAGGIO  by  Schaffer,  GENESIS  by  Gorecki, 
and  TRAUERMUSIK  and  MALA  SUIT  A  by 
Witold    Lutoslawski. 


The  PMA  Chorus  and  Chorale,  directed  by 
John  D.  Miller,  presented  its  Christmas 
Program  at  Grace  Lutheran  Church  in  Broomall 
on  December  4,  at  St.  Joseph's  College  on 
December  6,  and  at  PMA  on  December  8> 


The  PMA  Woodwind  Quintet  gave  a  concert 
at  Drexel  Institute  on  November  22.  The  Quintet 
is  under  the  direction  of  John  Wummer. 


Mezzo-soprano,  Florence  Elizabeth  Quivar, 
gave  a  concert  on  November  13  at  the  Zion 
A.M.E.  Church.  Miss  Quivar  won  the  Senior 
Student  Concert  Audition  of  the  Philadelphia 
Orchestra  this  year,  and  will  be  appearing  as 
soloist    with    the    orchestra    on    April    3,    1967. 


Henry  Varlack,  who  will  be  graduating  this 
year,  was  recently  appointed  Director  of  the 
Community  College  Choir,  a  50»voice  chorus 
which     will     perform     works     from     all    periods. 


JAZZ  at  PMA 

Supplementing  the  activities  of  Mike  Pedicin's 
Quintet  and  Duane  Hitching' s  Trio  is  the  newly- 
formed  Big  Band.  At  the  start,  the  group  has 
two  3-hour  rehearsals  a  week,  and  is  currently 
building  its  "book"  of  original  arrangements 
and  compositions  by  student  and  (it  is  hoped) 
faculty  composers.  The  Band,  composed  of 
5  trumpets,  4  trombones,  5  saxes,  and  rhythm, 
will  be  entering  the  Intercollegiate  Jazz  Festival 
held  at  Viilanova  University  each  year.  Faculty 
advisor  is  Peter  Lewis,  who  reports  that  the 
Band  "has  terrific  potential!"  He  goes  on  to 
say  he  hopes  this  will  be  the  start  of  something 
big  at  PMA.

Faculty  News  -  5 


Dr.  Jani  Szanto,  Chairman  of  the  String  Depart- 
ment and  President  Emeritus  of  PMA,  was 
honored  at  a  dinner  reunion  in  Munich,  Germany, 
on  July  9,  1966.  The  reunion  was  arranged  by 
former  students  who  studied  with  Dr.  Szanto 
at  the  State  Academy  in  Munich  during  the 
years  1919  to  1939.  Over  28  of  his  pupils, 
travelling  from  all  parts  of  Europe,  attended 
the  party  to  express  admiration  and  respect  for 
their  former  teacher. 

Continuing  his  tour  to  Budapest,  Dr.  Szanto 
was  interviewed  on  a  75-minute  broadcast  over 
the  Hungarian  Radio.  During  the  broadcast,  he 
also  performed  and  discussed  music  with 
prominent  Hungarian  artists. 

Before  returning  to  the  U.S.,  Dr.  Szanto  accepted 
an  invitation  from  Yehudi  Menuhin  to  attend  the 
Menuhin  Music  Festival  in  Gstaad,  Switzerland. 


Robert  Elmore  reports  the  recent  publication 
of  five  works:  HOLIDAY  for  organ,  TRIAD  for 
organ,  and  GOD  OF  ACES  for  SATB,  soprano 
solo,  trombone  solo,  and  organ,  all  three  pub- 
lished by  Sacred  Songs,  a  division  of  Word 
Records;  then  CONTEMPORARY  CHORALE 
PRELUDES,  published  by  Sacred  Music  Press, 
a  division  of  Lorenz;  and  finally,  INTERLUDES 
for  organ,  published  by  Eikan-Vogel. 

Mr.  Elmore  has  made  recent  appearances  as 
organ  recitalist  in  Pittsburgh,  Bethlehem,  and 
Binghamton,  N.Y.  On  November  6,  during  a 
Festival  at  Central  Moravian  Church  in  Bethlehem, 
he  was  assisted  by  Joel  Krott,  an  organ  major 
at  PMA,  in  a  performance  of  his  cantata, 
RECONCILIATION,  for  chorus,  soprano  solo, 
narrator,  orchestra,   and  organ. 


Henry  Cook  gave  an  organ  recital  on  November 
13th  at  the  Germantown  Unitarian  Church.  His 
program  consisted  of  works  by  Buxtehude, 
Mozart,    Dello   Joio,    Raynar   Brown,    and   Bach. 


Michael  White,  who  recently  joined  the  PMA 
Faculty  as  Instructor  of  Theory  and  Composition, 
has  received  a  commission  from  Antioch  College 
for  a  musical  drama  based  on  Kafka's  "Metamor- 
phosis". In  December,  his  FIVE  LYRIC  SONGS 
will  be  performed  at  the  Isabella  Gardner  Museum 
in  Boston. 


On  November  13th,  Miss  Margaret  Garwood 
appeared  as  accompanist  for  soprano  Marianne 
Casiello  at  the  Ethical  Society  Auditorium  in 
Rittenhouse  Square. 


John  Wummer,  Chairman  of  the  Woodwind  Depart- 
ment, performed  recently  at  the  New  School  of 
Social  Research  in  New  York.  He  played  the 
Suite  in  b  minor  and  the  Triple  Concerto  of 
Bach.  After  two  concerts  in  Philadelphia  on 
November  11  and  12  at  the  Holy  Trinity  Church, 
Mr.  Wummer  took  his  Musical  Arts  Trio  to 
Pittsburgh  for  a  recital  on  November  18th. 
His  next  concert  will  be  a  performance  of 
Bach's  Musical  Offering  at  the  Grace  Rainey 
Auditorium    of  the  Metropolitan  Museum   of  Art. 


A  continuing  community  service  offered  by  the 
Faculty  of  PMA  is  its  participation  in  the 
Cheltenham  Township  Adult  School.  This  Fall, 
the  following  teachers  have  presented  lecture- 
demonstrations:  Allison  R.  Drake,  Dr.  Donald 
Chittum,  Marion  Bradley  Harvey,  Mildred  Parker, 
Peter  Lewis,  Jani  Szanto,  John  D.  Miller,  Charles 
Grey,  and  Harold  Parker.

Dr.  Donald  Chittum,  Associate  Chairman  of 
Composition  and  Theory,  was  recently  appointed 
to  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Music  Teachers  Association,  for  which  he  will 
be  State  Convention  Chairman  in  1967. 

He  is  the  author  of  two  forthcoming  articles: 
one  in  The  Music  Review  ("The  Triple  Fugue 
in  Berg's  Wozzeefc"),  the  other  in  the  MENC 
Journal  ("Diagnosis  and  Therapy  in  Interval 
Dictation"). 

Dr.  Chittum  is  co-Director  of  PMA's  newly 
created  Studio  for  Electronic  Music  Composition. 
The  Studio  is  currently  being  installed  in  the 
PMA  Annex  on  20th  St.,  and  will  be  inaugurated 
in  December  1966. 


Dwight  Peltzer,  co-Chairman  of  the  Piano 
Department,  may  well  be  the  busiest  young 
pianist  in  town.  Besides  performing  regularly 
with  the  PMA  Orchestra  and  New  Music  Group, 
the  Penn  Contemporary  Players,  and  the  Phila- 
delphia Composers'  Forum,  Inc.,  Mr.  Peltzer 
will  also  be  presenting  several  solo  recitals 
this  season.  On  December  4,  he  was  heard  in 
recital  at  the  Van  Pelt  Auditorium  in  the  Art 
Museum.  His  difficult  program  included  HEXA- 
HEDRON by  Loren  Rush  and  the  SONATA  FOR 
PIANO  (1961)  by  Joseph  Castaldo.  Both  of 
theseworks,  plus  the  TO  CC  A  TARAMUS  by  Robert 
Erickson,  will  soon  be  recorded  for  Opus  One 
Records. 


Wilbert  Jerome,  Instructor  of  Oboe,  has  recently 
been  appointed  oboist  of  the  Artemus  Woodwind 
Quintet,  the  principal  group  of  Young  Audiences, 
Inc.  . 


The  work  of  Dr.  Earl  Ness,  Director  of  the 
Philadelphia  Oratorio  Choir  and  the  Philadelphia 
Chorale,  has  continued  apace.  He  reports  that 
in  the  past  few  weeks  he  has  performed:  Haydn's 
CREATION,  Mendelssohn's  ELIJAH,  and  both 
the  HYMN  TO  ST.  CECILIA  and  PS  ALIA  OF 
DAVID  by  Dello  Joio.  In  addition,  he  prepared 
the  chorus  for  CARMINA  BUR  AN  A,  presented 
by  the  Pennsylvania  Bailet  Company  at  the 
Academy  of  Music;  DON  CARLOS,  presented 
by  the  Lyric  Opera  Company;  and  the  Durufle 
REQUIEM,  performed  for  the  Musical  Fund 
Society. 


Peter  Lewis,  Instructor  of  Theory  and  Composi- 
tion, has  recently  had  six  works  accepted  for 
publication:  THE  CHERRY  TREE  CAROL,  for 
chorus,  soprano  solo,  and  harp,  published  by 
Franco  Colombo,  Inc.;  and  EVOLUTION  for 
small  orchestra,  THE  MAZE,  for  tenor,  bass, 
and  piano,  SEPTET,  SWEETS  FOR  PIANO,  and 
THE  CITY,  published  by  Mercury  Music.  The 
work,  SEPTET,  will  be  played  by  the  Phila- 
delphia Composers'  Forum  during  its  coming 
season. 

Amoung  recent  performances  is  CAPRICCIO 
CONCERTATO  for  two  pianos,  and  3  INSIGNI- 
FICANT TRAGEDIES,  done  last  summer  at 
Tangiewood  by  a  chorus  under  the  direction 
of  Alfred  Nash  Paterson.
